‘Eliminating ‘lav ‘Crossings. 


Will Take Time But Fund For This 
Purpose Is Available 

It is to be recognized that $200,- 
000 a year will not make for very 
rapid progress in eliminating the 
many hundreds of level crossings in 
Canada, but this fund, known as the 
railway crossing fund, at least offers 
opportunity for gradually getting rid 
| of some of the worst of these death- 
traps. Dr. S. J. MacLean, assistant 
chief commissioner of the Dominion 
Board of Railway Commissioners, 
has drawn attention to the existence 
of this fund and suggests that it be 
availed of in Saskatchewan, 

Dr. McLean has pointed out that 
the sum of $200,000 is voted annual- 
ly by Parliament for the elimination 


| or improvement of railway crossings, 
; and this sum is at the disposal of the 


Railway Board to distribute as it 
sees fit. Alberta has recently been 
granted a considerable amount, and 
| Manitoba has also taken advantage 
of the fund. Manitoba, in fact, in co- 
operation with the Railway Board, 
has done good work in getting rid of 
some dangerous railway crossings. 
This has been done by some- minor 
changes in roads and highways, 
making it unnecessary to cross rail- 
way tracks. 

Some day the authorities may un- 
dertake to eliminate every level 
crossing in Canada, but, on account 
of the huge expense that would in- 
volve, the time appears a long way 
off. Meanwhile a good deal can beb 
accomplished by the means outlined, 
;and Dr. MacLean’s suggestfon ought 
to be widely considered.—Regina 
Daily Post.

A prospecting party 
sent out by this enterprise apparent- 
ly sailed past Nauru and Ocean Is-| 
lands. Prospecting for phosphate, he 
sald, became as fascinating as the 
search for gold. Ih 1899 he was 
transferred to the Sydney office of 
the company, and while there he no-| 
ticed a piece of rock that was used | 
to prop open a door. He thought it 
looked like phosphate rock and had 
it testell. It turned out to be a rich 
specimen. This rock had been brought 
from Nauru Island, which was in, 
German hands.
